2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Applicant's amendment and remarks filed on 12/18/09 have 
been fully considered. Upon further reconsideration, previous 
103 rejections of record are hereby withdrawn. Prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination, do not fairly suggest or 
disclose a coating formulation having two monomer and polymeric 
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layers as set forth in the amended claims. A skilled artisan 
would not have been motivated to modify the single layer coating 
formulations as taught in references of record into a dual 
layers coating formulation. Accordingly, the instant invention 
as defined by claims 15-19, and 23-25 is allowable over prior 
art of record.
